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Since  tlie  Extension  Act  came  into  force  26  births  have 
been  notified  to  me  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  question  of  the  appointment  of  a Health  Visitor 
has  been  and  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Council,  but  it  is  hoped  that  within  a very  short  period 
now  the  official  in  question  will  have  been  appointed  and 
commence  her  duties. 

The  decline  in  the  birth-rate  of  our  country  is  of  the 
gravest  importance  and  at  the  close  of  the  present  great 
European  Crisis  the  Government  will  no  doubt  follow  up 
this  vital  question  with  renewed  activity. 

HEATHS. 

Sixty-nine  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  (males 
30,  females  39),  and  the  crude  death-rate  was  10’50.  The 
number  of  non-residents  who  died  in  the  district  was 
10,  whereas  the  number  of  residents  who  died  and  whose 
deaths  were  registered  outside  the  district  was  31,  making 
a correct  total  of  90  deaths,  which  gives  a corrected  death- 
rate  of  13‘70  per  1,000,  whilst  that  of  London  was  16'1, 
and  for  England  and  Wales  15*1. 

The  principal  causes  of  the  deaths  were  those  of 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  and  allied  diseases. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  outside  deaths  received 
during  the  year  were  nearly  double  the  number  of  the 
year  1914;  moreover  the  number  of  deaths  of  persons 
above  the  age  of  60  is  greater.  Thirty-seven  out  of  the 
90  deaths  were  in  people  65  years  of  age  and  upwards. 

IHFAHTILE  MOETALITY. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  was  58*33 
per  1,000  of  the  births,  as  against  95*5  for  the  year  1914, 
which  is  very  pleasing  to  note.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  for  London  was  112,  whilst  that  for  England  and 
Wales  was  110  per  1,000  of  the  births.

Tuberculosis. 

Pulmoimry  Tuherculosis. — Sixteen  notifications  were 
received  during  the  year  (8  in  East  Molesey  and  8 in 
AVest  Molesey). 

Other  Forms  of  Tuherculosis.  — Six  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  (other  than  Pulmonary)  were  received  (5  in 
East  Molesey  and  I in  West  Molesey). 

Cancer. 

There  were  eight  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year 
(seven  in  East  Molesey  and  one  in  AVest  Molesey),  as 
against  two  for  the  previous  year. 

Hiarrhcea 

There  were  two  deaths  recorded  from  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis  during  the  year.

FOOD. 

Tile  question  of  tlie  food  supply  of  tlie  district  lias 
received  attention  during  tlie  year,  but  the  most  import- 
ant braiicli  of  this  work  dealt  with  is  tliat  of  meat  inspect- 
ing, careful  attention  liaving  been  given  to  tliis  matter 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Approximately  tliere  are  about  70  milcli  cows  in  tlie 
district  and  quarterly  inspection  is  made  by  tlie  Council’s 
Veterinary  Inspector — Mr.  A.  Payne,  F.P.C.A^.S. 
Periodical  inspection  is  made  by  tlie  Council’s  Sanitary 
Inspector  of  tlie  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milksliops  in  tlie 
district,  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  it 
was  not  found  necessary  in  any  instance  to  report  any 
contraventions. 


SCHOOLS. 

School  attendance  has  generally  been  good.  The  new 
Countv  Council  Infants’  School  has  been  opened. 

GENEEAL. 

Military  matters. — I have,  in  accordance  with  the 
Orders  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  given 
due  attention  to  the  military  matters  concerning  this 
district  during  the  year.  Hurst  Park  Eacecourse  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  Government  and  used  as  a camp. 
There  have  also  been  a certain  number  of  soldiers 
billeted  in  houses  in  the  district. 

Attention  has  also  been  given  to  matters  concerning 
my  Department  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Eeport  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  hereto 
appended,  showing  details  of  the  various  matters  dealt 
with  during  the  year;  and  I may  say  that  during  the 
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past  year  liis  work  was  very  iiuicli  increased  owing  to  liis 
varied  duties  and  tlie  increased  health  matters  requiring 
attention. 

In  concluding  my  Keport  I would  again  acknowledge 
the  able  and  energetic  way  in  which  Mr.  Mhlliam 
lillcock  has  carried  out  his  work,  which  has  increased 
enormously  during  the  year;  and  express  my  thanks  to 
him  for  his  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report. 
I would  also  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  of  the  Matron  (Miss  L.  Jackson)  and  the 
iS’ursing  Staff  of  the  Isolation  Hospital.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Third  Annual 
Report,  in  pursuance  with  the  Orders  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  showing  particulars  of  the  work  per- 
formed under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 


INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year 
was  1,025.  No  house-to-house  inspections  were  made  in 
the  scheduled  areas  by  reason  of  numerous  other  inspec- 
tions and  duties. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE,  Etc. 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  to  the  drains  at  houses 
from  whence  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  and 
in  some  cases  on  complaint,  but  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  no  serious  defects  were  discovered. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 

During  the  year  enquiries  have  been  made  into  cases 
of  infectious  disease  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  disinfection  carried  out  in  51  cases.  A large 
amount  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  has  been  disinfected 
in  the  Council’s  Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Isolation

Hospital.  Disinfection  lias  also  been  carried  out  in  a 
number  of  cases  of  Cancer^  Plitliisis  and  various  other 
diseases. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

We  have  three  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  district 
(including  one  knacker’s  yard)  and  one  registered 
slaughter-house,  and  inspections  are  made  whenever 
possible  during  the  progress  of  killing,  and  in  a few 
instances  the  organs  of  animals  were  found  to  be 
diseased,  and  destroyed  upon  attention  being  drawn  to 
their  condition. 

During  the  year  the  carcase  and  organs  of  a bullock, 
one  set  of  sheep’s  lungs  and  three  sheep’s  livers  have 
been  surrendered,  the  same  being  diseased. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AHD  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  five  persons  registered  as  cowkeepers  in  the 
district  and  six  as  dairymen  and  purveyors  of  milk. 

Periodical  inspections  are  made;  particular  attention 
being  paid  to  the  question  of  cleanliness. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

There  are  49  workshops  and  work-places  on  the 
Register,  in  addition  to  whicli  there  are  six  factories  in 
the  district,  and  the  approximate  number  of  employees 
is  2T8. 

Comparatively  few  defects  or  contraventions  have  been 
discovered  and  the  owners  and  occupiers  have  readily 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  six  bakehouses  in  the  district.  Inspections 
thereof  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  and  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  found  to  be  strictly  complied 
with. 
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GENERAL  MATTERS. 

Military  Matters. — 1 have,  in  conformity  with  the 
(Jrders  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  acted  in 
harmonious  co-operation  with  the  Military  Authorities 
as  regards  the  Camps  and  Billets  in  the  district  in  con- 
junction with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  were  very  few  offensive  accumulations  in  the 
district  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  I am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  state  that  in  nearly  every  case  it  was  only 
necessary  to  mention  the  matter  to  the  person  or  persons 
concerned,  when  the  nuisance  was  at  once  abated. 

In  conclusion  of  my  Third  Annual  Report,  I beg  to 
express  to  the  Council,  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Riiblu'  Health  and  Isolation  Hospital  Committee,  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  gratitude  for  tlie  kind 
support  I have  at  all  times  received  in  the  performance 
of  inv  various  duties.
